The Re!:tion of the lare dreadful Fiz!t, as we haveit from 
very good hands, was as followerh, The Moors fincerhe expira-

ment, Circumvaliation and Caunacryaluation, ſo that by degrees 
they h2d brought cheir main works within a Furlong of the'Wa!l 
of the Town, and finy of their advance Works'were lo near 
that with Hand. flings chey could rhrow into the ſame and hic 
our Men as they ſtood upon the Fortifications, as Jikewile they 
had planted ſeveral great pieces ot Cannon upon diſtant Batrerics,

who were ahoit 200 in number, mounted, and violently charg- 
ed che M orc in rhe Front, beativg them from their works, and 
were {ecoOnded by the Engliſh. conſiſting of about four chouc 


vile, the Van being corzpoled ot rhe Spaniſh Horſe, and the En- 
ih Horle making a riphr Win cto the Main Boily, the $aily 
107 mace on the third of N-yember between eleven and twelve 
of the Clock at Night, as weil hoping to ſurpy ze the Moors in 
their Trencaes'or Works, but thar expecarion- failed, for the 
Sentinels'upon the avproach ol the Garriion gave tac Alaras ro 
the whole Army who came up very reſolutely bur: were as hirave. 
ly repulled, for the Spaniſh Horle aud our En2liſh Foot break- 
INg into their ianks, pur them into great 0d! ſorder, and agade 
grcat Slaughter amongſt their beſt men, fo thar our main Bbdy 
prefling on with undanted Reſolution, The Encmies were for- 
ced-to Abandon their Trenches, and ly ro their Army for ſhel- 
ter, many of chem being killed in the flight, Aﬀeer twohygurs

when thel. Lewrer--came away, the Spaniſh /Horſe teeipg this, 


land Horle and Foot, under the Command of Collonel Sack. 


Diſpute rhe Moors Horſe retired and left their Foot to Dilpure 
Ts with our Hor'le and Foot, who though they were fix times as 
many 'yer the Short preſſing on, and the Charge increaſing on 
all ſides, they began to ſhrink togecher, jet being encourayed 
by ſoinc Chriſtian Runagadoes, they made ſome imall rcfiſtance 
during which their diſordered Horle had pur themſelves into a 
rollcrable poſture, and rallied, who being merand Charged by 
the Engliſh Herie, who were then advanced i in the Front of the 
Bacte], anumber of them were killed upvu the Place, and 
{ome taken Prifoners, (o that the Fight continued very (mart- 
ly, for though many of the Moors were ſlain, yer chey being 
ſo numerous till bronghe up freih ſupplies ro ill up the Gaps 
Dearh Made. Yer were they as often put to the worſt, dil- 

ordered, and at laſt torally routed. The Collonel himlel?, 
who all the t:1me behaved himlelt Gallantly, and encouraged 
the Engiih, he with ſeveral other brave Commanders, and 
about eight hundred Foot forced their main Body which was 
d:awn up. and froned with Muſqueteers and Harquebuflers, fo 
that : heiy Ocders being again broken and many of their prime 

Commanders flain, they began co ſhew the ſmall king they bad

Severy! of them turning their backs, ruſhed throvgh the Ranks of their 
own friencs, and fled, Giforderivg them in nany places, which our Comman- 
gre obſerviag, took the advantage of their Confuſion, and ere they could 
C prin the points of their Circle ; killed 2 number of them, whilſt his was 
43g in the Front, the Horſe that ſerved for our R ghe Wing, cha: ged 
theu: fo fur toully in the Front, that they were forced there likewiſe 12 0- 
per their orders, which their General ob{erving, came to the lide in great 
haſt, ro ſtay his flying Sovldiers, bur could by.no means Cv it, fo that 
h::diog himſelf worſted onali fi les, he eave Order to found a Retreat, where- 
upon the Engl ſh were ſo encourayed, thit they purſued them with oreac 
S/zughter for the ſpace of two Miles, but not thinking it convenient to 
venture any further for ftezr of an Ambuſcade they returncd , having raken 
\ 7 or $6f their Enfſis Ins, killed about 2000 of their Men, and taienabo!.t 30 
Prifoners with 5 or 5 pieces of Cinon, ſo that having cleared the Field and 
I:yed the Moots Cead bodies up in ſeveral piles, they recurned and filld up 
all trier T: enches, and demolithed rheir Votes, they returned ViRtorious ine 
to the Town. There were in this Action about 10 or 12 of the Sprniirds 
kilied, and abonrc 100 En2zliſh, among whom we do not hear of any Office1s 
of Note when they were come int0 the Town, for the hctter encouragerent 
ot the Souldicis, each who had taken an enhgn received thirty pounds, and 
thoſe who took the Prifcns;s, who were about 20 in number, had fre leave 
to make the beſt of” them, This ation had Gu <d a general Foy to the Iii- 
tabir:n's

habitancs, had it not been dathed with the unfottunate hure of our-Gover- 
nour, not long after the Moors defired a Truce to bury their dead. which 
was granted upon the 8ch of che (ame Inſtant, they having been Reinfor, 
ced, made an other Attempt, but were as > ravely repulſed with conſiderable 
Siaughter- The particulars of - which, we ſhall ſhortly give you a faithful 
account of; farther, we have Letters that Into:ms us, the Farl of Plymouth 
by reaſon of his tedious Voyage at Sea, fell into ſome diſpoſition wich 
turned into a Feaver, of which he dyed, &c. | 
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
